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SUMMARY: MADE DEMARCHE ON KOREA ISSUE TO PERM SEC COLLINS OE 
EONOFE. HE PROMISED TO PASS U.S. POSITION TO FONMIN WILLS WHO 
HAS DELAYED RETURN TO UNGA UNTIL THIS SATURDAY. COLLINS GAVE NO 
RPT NO COMMITMENT ON GUYANA'S VOTE, AND I AM NOT RPT NOT OPTIMISTIC. 
SUGGEST USUN CONTACT JACKSON THIS WEEK AND/OR WILLS NEXT WEEK". 

1 . I MADE DEMARCHE ALONG LINES OF STATE REETELS MORNING SEPT 25 
TO RUDY COLLINS, PERM SEC FONOEE. GAVE HIM AIDE MEMOIRE CONSISTING 
OE NEARLY VERBATIM RENDITION PARA 7, REP A, AND COPY OP KISSINGER 
SEPT 22 UNGA SPEECH WITH KOREA PORTION MARKED. I SAID WE WERE 
REQUESTING GUYANA ABSTENTION ON UNPIRNEDLY RESOLUTION AND SUPPORT OP 
PRIENDLY RESOLUTION, OR IF THAT IMPOSSIBLE, ABSTENTION ON BOTH. 

ALSO TOLD COLLINS THAT OTHER NATIONS VOTES ON THIS ISSUE WHICH IS 
VITAL TO OUR INTEREST WOULD NORMALLY BE REFLECTED IN OUR BILATERAL 
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RELATIONS, AND EMPHASIZED THAT THIS IS MOST IMPORTANT ISSUE OP UNGA 
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TO u.s. 

2. CONTRARY TO PLAN MENTIONED IN PARA 4 OF REP D (NOTAL), PONMIN 
PRED WILLS RETURNED TO GUYANA WITH BURNHAM LATE SEPT 22 AT PM'S 
REQUEST TO PARTICIPATE IN CABINET MEETING POLLOWING DAY. WILLS 
THEN DECIDED TO REMAIN IN GUYANA UNTIL SEPT 27 IN ORDER TO HOST 
VISITING ZAMBIAN FONMIN RUPIAH BANDA, WHO IS MAKING BRIEF UNPUBLI- 
CIZED VISIT. I TRIED TO MAKEY 

EMARCHE DIRECTLY TO WILLS, BUT WAS 

UNABLE DUE HIS GENUINELY PACKED SCHEDULE. COLLINS PROMISED TO RELAY 
MY REQUEST WITH MATERIALS I LEFT TO WILLS PRIOR HIS RETURN TO UNGA. 
SINCE WILLS HERE, I ALSO MADE UNSC MEMBERSHIP REQUEST (REP C), 

SINCE USUN 4412 INDICATES SOUTH KOREA HAS NOW MADE PORMAL 
APPLICATION. 

3. COLLINS TOOK NOTES AND QUESTIONED ME AT SOME LENGTH REGARDING 
U.S. POSITION. HE SAID HIS LATEST VERSION OP U.S.- SUPPORTED 
RESOLUTION WAS ONE LEFT BY VISITING JAPANESE AMBASSADOR IN AUGUST, 
AND REQUESTED MODIPIED TEXT IP WE RECEIVED ONE. COLLINS SAID 

THAT HE COULD NOT GIVE ME GUYANA DECISION NOW AND WAS NOT SURE THAT 
WILLS COULD. HE SAID, SPEAKING PERSONALLY, THAT GUYANA'SPOSITION 
SINCE LAST YEAR WAS "TRENDING" MORE TOWARD THE NORTH KOREAN 
POSITION AND MORE AGAINST SOUTH KOREA. THEREFORE, CHANGES THAT 
U.S. WAS REQUESTING WOULD BE DIPFICULT FOR GUYANA TO MAKE. HE 
ACKNOWLEDGED MY ARGUMENT RE RELATIVE MARGINALITY OF KOREAN ISSUE 
TO GUYANA, HOWEVER, AND SAID THAT GUYANA'S VOTES WILL PROBABLY 
HINGE MORE ON ATMOSPHERE AND DEVELOPMENTS AT U.N. THANON 
DECISION BY FONOPP OR BY PM. HE SAID THAT DECISIONS OF THIS 
NATURE ARE USUALLY MADE BY RASHLEIGH JACKSON, 

U,N. PERM REP, CALLING EITHER HIM OR MINISTER AND SAYING THAT 
HE PROPOSED TAKE CERTAIN ACTION UNLESS COLLINS OR MINISTER 
OBJECTED. COLLINS ADDED THAT USUALLY HE AND MINISTR HAD NO OBJECTION 
TO PROPOSED ACTION. 

4. COLLINS EXPLORED POSSIBILITY OF COMPROMISE RESOLUTION ACCEPT- 
ABLE TO BOTH SIDES OR OP RESOLUTION ADVOCATING ESTABLISHMENT OP 
U.N. COMMAND EXCLUDING RPT EXCLUDING PORCES PROMU.S; USSR, AND PRC 
COUPLED WITH CALL FOR U.S. TO REMOVE TROOPS. I RESPONDED THAT 
ACCEPTABILITY OF "COMPROMISE" WOULD DEPEND, NATURALLY, ON 

ITS NATURE AND THAT UN PORCE SUCH AS COLLINS PROPOSED SEEMED UN- 
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LIKELY TO BE ACCEPTABLE TO NORTH KOREAN SUPPORTERS SINCE IT WAS 
AGAINST THEIR THRUST TO GET U.N. OUT OP KOREA. 

5. WE SUGGEST THAT USUN MAKE DEMARCHES REQUESTED REPTELS TO 
RASHLEIGH JACKSON AND POLLOW UP NEXT WEEK 

WITH PRED WILLS WHEN HE RETURNS. ALSO PLEASE SEND TELEGRAPHIC 
TEXT OF THOSE PORTIONS OF U.S. SUPPORTED RESOLUTION WHICH 
DIPFER PROM TEXT JAPANESE WOULD HAVE LEFT IN AUGUST (PRESUMABLY 
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TEXT U.S. INTRODUCED JUNE 27, WHICH WE HAVE). FURTHER GUIDANCE 
WOULD BE WELCOME, BUT WILLS WILL PROBABLY BE IN BETTER POSITION AT 
UNGA NEXT WEEK TO SWING GUYANA'S VOTES THAN WOULD COLLINS HERE. 

WILLS APPEARS TO BE PRAGMATIC HTRSE TRADER AND PERHAPS MORE PER- 
SUADEABLE BY SUBTLE DISPLAY OF STICK ON BILATERAL RELATIONS. AT 
THIS STAGE, WE ARE NOT RPT NOT OPTIMISTIC THAT GUYANA WILL VOTE AS 
WE REQUESTED.
